An obstacle to drastic action, Dean Curtis ad- 
mits, is found in the elective judiciary. Judges 
usually owe their nominations to the indorse- 
ment of groups of lawyers, and this imposes cer- 
tain obligations on the judges. “It 4s one of the 
prices,” he says, “that we pay for the elective 
system.” 

Dean Curtis also suggests that the work of 
appellate courts should be lessened by limiting 
the right of appeal from decisions in justice 
courts. At present a justice court case can be 


carried to the Circuit Court and thence to the 
Appellate or, Supreme Court. The appeal to the 
Circuit Court, Curtis says, should be enough. By 
the time it is taken, enough has been expended 
in the litigation to equal the proceeds of a judg- 
ment. To carry it higher is, in most cases, merely 
to follow pride or vent spite. 
Law Experts Give Reasons 
for Many Delays in Courts 
HE giving of written instructions to jur- 
T ors is also mentioned by Dean Curtis as 
“not only the cause of delay in court pro- 
cedure, but as a fruitful source of errors leading 
to reversals. In the Federal-courts, he points out, 
written instructions are not given. 

Former Judge R. L. Goode, who made a high 
record for efficiency in the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals, says he found the requirement for writ- 
ten decisions to be a great tax on a judge’s time 
and strength. He ‘believes the purposes of just- 
tice would be as well served by oral opinions. At 
present, written opinions are required by law in 
the Appellate courts. Judge Goode also believes, 
as does Judge Muench, that justice court appeals 
should end in the Circuit Court.

JEFFERSON CITY, .March 2.—Of the 897 cases on the docket of the Missouri Supreme 


Court, some have been there more than three years.

As the number of cases appealed to the Court is about 400 a year, last year’s work rep-

about 350 cases a year, the average record of judges being 50 cases a year. 

Of about 450 cases docketed for argument at the October term, 350 are now under con- 
sideration of the judges and commissioners. The remainder had to go over to the April term.

Elsewhere in thig issue ig a complete exposi- 
tion of the plan to erect a statue to Thomas 


| Jefferson in the city of New York, as provided 


in the will of the late Joseph Pulitzer. Mr. 
Pulitzer, in his will, set aside the sum of $25,000 
for this purpose. He thought there ought to be 
a great statue of Jefferson, as he expressed it, 
in “the foremost Democratic city of the New Re- 
public. 

The $25,000 ig to be the nucleus of 
sum, at least twice this amount, which-Mr. Pul- 
itzer hoped would be contributed by the people 
who cherish the principles expounded by Jeffer- 
son ahd who revere his mémory. He wanted 
the statue to express the great regard of the 
American people for Mr. Jefferson and their ad- 
miration for hig work. 

The Louisiana Purchase Exposition brought to 
St. Louis a splendid memorial of Thomas Jef- 
The building at the De Baliviere en- 
trance to Forest Park, with its statue of Jeffery 
gon by Karl Bitter, is the first adequate recog- 
nition in monumental form of the work of 
Thomas Jefferson. With this exception there is 
no Jefferson monument worthy of the name north 
of Mason and Dixon’g line. Certainly New York 
should have'the memorial contemplated by Mr. 
Pulitzer.

Time will be saved if legisla- 
tion is had on the subject at the same time that 
Constitution-amendment is proceeding.’ Real 
tariff reform cannot be obtained without the 
creation of new sources of revenue. 

The joint resolution of July 5, 1909, if rat- 
ified, will remove all doubt as to the legality of 
the “excise” tax. If not ratified, legality will 
have a further chance for affirmation before the 
Supreme bench, on which but one man now sits

THE ‘'‘NEUROTICS.’’ 

Nothing is more valuable in politics than the 
ability to condense issues into definition which 
makes the main point cleat and at the same 
time clears away from it everything which oth- 
erwise would confuse the issue. 

The faculty of doing this is rare. Perhaps no 
one would suspect: President Taft of having it. 
Perhaps, he himself may be surprised that in his 
habitual use of a copious vocabulary, he has 
struck in one single word, a Clear, unmis- 
takable and decisive definition of the issue he is 
to meet in the struggle with Roosevelt and the 
Third-termers for the Republican norhination.

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_ THE REAL POSTAL PROBLEM. | 

Why the Postal Commission, headed by’ Justice 
}Hughes, should recommend, and President Taft 
/should approve, doubling the rate on newspapers 
and periodicals carried in the mails, is difficult 
to understand. The Postoffice Department is self- 
sustaining.. Parcels post, which will be experi- 
j mentally introdueéd July 1, will make it highly 
profitable. 

Both the commission and President Taft regard 
the low rate of postage for newspapers and peri- 
odicals as a justifiable means of encouraging the 
distribution of literature, news and pictorial art. 
Neither Mr. Taft nor the commission suggests 
that a reduction be made in the excessive and 
enormous payments to railroads for carrying 
mails. They propose to continue this vast “un- 
earned subsidy to the railroads, and reimburse the 
Postoffice Department for its extravagant outlay 
for railroad purposes by arbitrarily imposing on 
publishers a double tax for the distribution, of 
their publications. 

In 1908 the Postoffice Department paid the rail- 
roads $44,267,507.13 for carrying mails. Of this. 
50.6 per cent was for secbnd-class mail. Receipts 
from second-class postage amounted to $6,950,- 
506.75. Had the receipts been doubled they would 
have been only about 60 per cent of the outlay. 
But—and here’s the injusfice—the railroads car- 
ried mails from 1878 until 1907 under a schedule 
of rates that were never reduced in all that time. 
‘The average weight of mail on each route is fixed 
by weighing every four years. No business con- 
cern would ever enter into such a one-sided, un- 
businesslike contract for shipment of goods. 

The half-hearted change already made by the 
Postoffice Department has reduced the payments 
to railroads by something more than $3,000,000 a 
year. The commission’s own report admits that 
efficlént readjustment would save $9,000.000 more,

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A MEMORIAL TO THOMAS JEFFERSON, 
From the New York World. 

Nowhere in the North is there an adequate mem- 
erial to Thomas Jefferson, whose influence upon 
American institutions far surpassed that of any 
other man. 

More than a hundted years have elapsed since 
Jefferson retired from the presidency and from 
active public life. Nearly 75 years have elapsed 
since his death Yet Jefferson is still a living, 
vital force in the American government. He 
lives not through the fofce of his personality, not 
through the. force of his achievements, but 
through the force of his ideas and his ideals, He 
was the great standardizer of the constitutional 
democracy, and his principles must-.persist as long 
as men believe in a government of the people, by 
the people, for the people. 

Mr. Joseph Pulitzer in his will gave the sum of 
$25,000 to his executors to erect a statue of 
Thomas Jefferson in the city of New York, “the 
feremost democratic city of the New Republic.” 
Mr. Pulitzer expressed the hope that the public 
might unite with him in erecting this memorial by’ 
contributing an equal sum through popular sub- 
scription, It was his desire that this statue should 
itself be a manifestation of democracy—not the 
gift of one-man, but the gift of many men as a 
tribute to the author of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and the indefatigable cnampion of repub- 
lican institutions. 

The executors of the will have expressed the be- 
lief that the work of interesting the public in this 
memorial can best be done by the newspaper 
which Mr, Pulitzer made an unwavering advocate 
of Jeffersonian principles. It is a task that the 
World gladly assumes. 

To this end a Thomas Jefferson Memorial Fund 
has been organized, with the Hon. William J. Gay- 
nor as chairman, Among the members of this 
committee are the Democratic Governor of New 
York, the Democratic Governor of Connecticut, the 
Democratic’ Governor of Maine, the Democratic 
Governor of Massachusetts, the Democratic Goy- 
ernor of Ohio and the Democratic Governor of 
Virginia, the State that gave Jefferson to the na- 
tion, 

It seems peculiarly appropriate to the World 
that the work of erecting the memorial should be 
undertaken this year, when the political party 
which Jefferson founded is entering upon a new

DUTIES OF NEWSPAPERS. 
From the San Francisco Call. 

An important series of victories for freedom of 
the press was concluded last week in Missouri by 
a judgment in favor of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
which appears to have been made a target for libel 
suits brought by offieials and politicians. As to the 
purpose of these suits, the St. Louis paper says “they 
represented an effort to muzzle not only the Post- 
Dispatch, but the entire press of Missouri. They were 
@ menacing assault on the mission and right of 
newspapers.” 

In one of these suits the paper was sued for libe) 
for publishing certain criticism of the Secretary of 
State because he neglected to close an insolvent 
bank. In this case the Missouri Supreme Court de- 
fined the-duty of a newspaper as follows: 

“It is the duty of a public newspaper, such as is 
owned and conducted by these defendants, to tell 
the people, its subscribers, its readers, the facts that 
it may find out about public questions or/matters 


iraw inferences from the facts known, to draw them 
for the people.”’ 

In another case the paper was sued for publication 
the opinion of the Attorney-General concerning 
tows of Jaw on one of. the racetracks and a 

third suit was founded on the publication of a re- 
port made by postoffice inspectors, on which was 
‘pased a fraud order against a banking institution. 
In all these suits the paper was. vindicated, and

lordism. 

The standard of living among the for- 
eigners varies widely as to their ideals 
and aspirations. If they have aban- 
doned the purpose to return to Europe 
to end their days, they are quick to 
imitate American ways of living. One 
foreign banker in McKeesport transmits 
abroad for the steel-working clients up- 
ward of $500,000 a year, and he estimates 
that the drain from this city alone is 
more chan $1,000,000 a year, counting how 
it is sent, to maintain relatives in Eu- 
rope or to be applied to mortgages on 
peasant farms, or to be banked together 
‘with the cash carried back by returning 
immigrants. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent found 


admirable examples of ricanization 
among Magyars d Ziavs dnd Poles, 
but these cases a ceptional. Gne of 


the best-kept foreign homes visited was 
that of a Magyar who earns $2 a day 
jn the tube mill. The budget for neces- 
saries runs: Rent, $8 for three rooms; 
coal, $1.25; fuel gas, $1.26 (natural gas 
used generally in place of coal); food, 
$30. The wife has a sewing machine and 
makes all her own dresses. 

An Americanized Hungarian. 

In the same row of tenements the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent found an- 
other Hungarian who has been 10 years 
in thigggountry, The oldest of his three 
children is in school. The youngsters 
are rosy-cheeked and sturdy, and one 
would have to look closely to distinguish 
them from children of any American 
workingman. This Magyar has mas- 
tered English and pushed himself ahead 
in the mill until he has a job as strip- 
per at $3 a day. His work is to remove 
the molds from steel ingots while they 
are redhot. The work is all done by ma- 
chinery and is neither so hot nor so 
hazardous as the furnace jobs. 

When the rest day order became ef- 
fective this man drew Tuesdays off. 
On Sundays, his. work is light and pays 
only $1.60, so his weekly income is $16.60, 


of this family $9 three-room tenement 
are wet and the windows frozen shut. 
Natural gas for heating and lighting 
costs an average of $2.50 a month.. The 
housewife keeps careful accounts and 
brings the grocery bill within $17 in the 
winter and $20 in summer and the meat 
bN1l within $16. They buy three to four 
pints of milk daily for the three chil- 
dren. 

A striking example of Americaniza- 
tion is a Magyar family in McKeesport 
—father, mother and nine children. The 
children have gone through the grades 
and some of the girls to the high school. 
All of the, unmarried children live at 
home andpturn their earnings in the 
mill into the family treasury. By co- 
operation they have paid for a comfort- 
able home, furnished it according to the 
best American standards, and they are 
&lHi saving money. 

But where one such foreign steel 
worker is found there are scores, if not 
hundreds, subsisting without milk, but- 
ter or eggs, and crowding into squalid 
tenements as closely as the health offi- 
cers will permit. 

One of the most intelligent Slav 
workers encountered in the tube mills 
eccupies a responsible position and 
earns an average of $2.50 a day. He 
said he had been unable to maintain 
his wife and four children in McKees- 
port and save any money, so he sent 
them -back to the old eountry, where 
he expects to join them in a few years. 

Another Slav, earning $1.90 a day and 
paying $9 rent for three rooms in a 
waterless, heatless, lightless frame 
shanty in an untidy alley,~was contriv- 
ing to save by such economies as buy- 
ing a live hog for $10 and paying the 
butcher $2 for killing and dressing it. 
In cold weather he can keep the meat 
supply in a corner of the bedroom. This 
method of wholesale purchasing is com- 
mon among the working people of the 
Pittsburg district. One butcher in an 
outlying borough near Homestead 
makes a specialty of this trade. 

“Here is one element in the cost of 
living,”’ said a Pittsburg wholesaler, 
“for which there is no just defense. Olee 
or butterine, is taxed by the Govern- 
ment 10 cents a pound, while 1 cent 
would pay all the expense of inspection 
and enforcement of the law, It is 
against the law to color oleo for sale. 
That is intended to prevent. retailers 
selling it for butter. The retailer makes 
a practice of giving coloring tablets with 
each oleo sale, and the housewife or 
boarding boss or restaurant keeper doc- 
tors it to suit. But when farmers have 
been getting this winter faucy prices 
for country butter I have known of their 
calling every week at the oelo store and 
buying 10 pounds of/ substitute. I don’t 
believe they eat it themselves.”’ 


Rents Higher in Homestead. 


In Homestead rents are 20 to 33. per 
cent higher than in McKeesport, while 
Wages are the same, both being Steel 
Trust towns. In the foreign quarter ad- 
joining the Carnegie Steel Co.’s plant 
there are rows of brick and frame houses 
both in the streets and alleys. The 
three-room tenements facing the streets 
rent for $12 a month. Houses in the al- 
leys are generally of two rooms, and 
bring $7.50 if they have water in the 
kitchen, and $6 and $6.50 if the water 
supply is in the yard, Americans, who 
occupied this quarter almost exclusive- 
ly at the time of the great Homestead 
strike in 1892, have moved back on the 
hill sides. The town is well paved, sew- 
ered and lighted, and its Board of 
Health has succeeded in eliminating the

FOR GAUS IN SUI 
FOR FALSE ARRESI 


Plaintiff Was Held on the Com- 
plaint of Forty-One Insur- 
ance Companies. 


HENLEY DEFENDANT, TOO 


Chief of Fire Prevention Bureau 
Denied He Ordered the Ac- 
cused Held. 


A verdict for $50,500 for Harry G. Gaus 
of 2244 East Athlone avenue was re- 
turned by a jury in Judge Grimm’s court 
yesterday against 41 fire insurance com- 
panies and H. C. Henley, chief of the 
St. Louis Fire Prevention Bureau, in 
the .$500,000 damage suit of Gaus for 
false arrest. The trial began Tuesday. 
The jury was out two hours, return- 
ing its verdict at 6 p. m. Actual dam- 
ages of $20,000 and punitive damages of 
$30,500 were voted by nine of the jurors. 

Gaus was superintendent of the H. 
Gaus & Sons Manufacturing Co., which 
was destroyed by fire April 8, 1909. He 
Was arrested by Detective Finan a 
month later, after an investigation of 
the fire by Chief Henley of the Fire 
Prevention Bureau. He remained ‘n a 
cell over night and was released cn 
bond the next day. No charge was ever 
placed against him and the case was 
abandoned. 

Denied by Henley. 

In his suit Gaus alleged that his arrest 
was caused by Henley, acting for the 
defendant insurance ~*~ companies,’ in 
which the Gaus company carried iasur- 
ance. This was denied by both Henlcy 
and the companies. Henley said that he 
merely investigatad the cause of the 
fire and that he only reported tho result 
of his investigation to the police. He 
declared he did not ask that Gaus pe 
arrested. 

The insurance companies made the 
defense that Henley’s instructions were 
to make an investigation only and that 
if he caused anyone’s arrest é was not 
atting within the s¢cépe~ s“ageéicy. 

H. M. Blossom, president of the bu- 
reau, testified the investigation was not 
made for the purpose of finding a crimi- 
nal, but to ascertain why a plant that 
contained the latest fire prevention ap- 
paratus should be destroyed. 

A section of pipe containing & wood 
plug and rags, which Henley said he 
removed from the Gaus plant after the 
fire, were used in evidence. There was 
no testimony as to who was responsible 
for this. 

Lost His Ambition. 

Gaus .testified that his arrest 
caused him extreme mortification. 
For a long time, he said it was diffi- 
cult for him to meet friends. He also 
lost his ambition, he said. He was 
held a police prisoner about ten 
hours. 

James H. Smith, detective chief at 
the time of his arrest, testified that 
he was unwilling to hold Gaus, but 
that Henley insisted he be locked up. 
“T still refused and did not order 
that Gaus be held until Assistant Cir- 
cult Attorney Davis instructed me to 
do so,” he said. “At the time Mr. 
Davis pronounced the arrest prema- 
ture.” 

Henley denied Smith’s testimony 
and was corroborated by former 
Chief of Police BE. P. Creecy, who tes- 
tified that when Henley turned the 
case over to him he was particular to 
say he had gone as far as he could 
with the investigation and that the 
matter rested with the police. 
Creecy said there was no request for 
an arrest. He said he placed the 
case In the hands of Chief Smith, 
who assigned two detectives on it. 

Gaus was’ represented by the law 
firm of Reynolds & Harlan, Chase 
Morsey and Horace L. Dyer. T. T. 
Fauntieroy and P. J. Cullen appeared 
for the defendants. The suit origi- 
nally was against 47 fire insurance 
companies, all in business in Mis- 
souri, but yesterday Gaus dismissed 
his suit as to‘six of the defendants.

but Raw. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., March 2.—The trev-

CALLS COMBINE - VALID 


Cannot See Why President Per- 
mits Criminal Proceedings 
While Doubt Exists. 


By Associated Press. 

BOSTON, Mass., March 2.—The 
criminal proceedings of the Depart- 
ment of Justice against five officials 
of the United Shoe Machinery Co. re- 
ceived a setback today when Judge 
Putnam threw four of the five 
counts in the two indictments out of 
court, The remaining count, which 
the Government may press against 
Sidney W. Winslow, Edward P. Hurn, 
Elmer P. Howe and George W. 
Brown of Boston and William Bar- 
bour of New York, charges monopoly 
through the system of leases of pat- 
ent machinery. They will plead this 
charge next week. 

Judge Putnam held that the origi- 
aal combination of four companies 
was valid and “purely an economic 
arrangement” and sustained the com- 
pany’s demurrer to charges of con- 
spiracy te monopolize and restrain 
trade, 

“While in theory the respondents 
are chargeable, yet in fact the prac- 
tical application of «the Sherman 
anti-trust act is very uncertain,” said 
the Judge. “This makes it practi- 
cally so indefinite that criminal pros- 
ecutions like this impose great hard- 
ships by terrorizing very considera- 
ble portions of the community who 
have acted honestly, to the possible 
peril of enormous fines and terms of 
imprisonment. 

“Under the circumstances we are 
unable to understand why the De- 
partment ef Juaticé of the Untted 
States directs, and the President per- 
mits, criminal. proceedings like this 
until, in the particular case, the prac- 
tical application of the) statute has 
been settled by civil proceedings, in 
view especially of the fact that the 
flexible methods of a bill in equity 
are capable of exploiting all doubt- 
ful questions much more thoroughly 
and with more just results than 
criminal proceedings.”

During his life in St. Louis, Cheat- 
ham’s behavior led many of his friends 
to fear that he was a victim of heredity.

Lowenstein found 
him erratic and volatile, constantly 
building air castles, especially in the 
direction of projects for promoting stock 
companies, each of which he forgot the 
day after they were conceived. 


Story of His Life, 
The story of Cheatham’s life and par- 
entage, as disclosed to the police, is as 
follows: 

Twenty-two years ago Dr. Harry 
Cheatham, who had completed’ the 
course at Marion Simms Medical Cul- 
lege while working mornings and nights 
as a clerk for the Simmons Hardware 
Co., was married to Miss Theresa M:- 
Intyre in St. Bridget’s Church, Jeffer- 
son avenue and Dixon street. 

The couple lived for a few years noi 
far from the church, and there Sani- 
uel Cheatham, named after the best 
man at the wedding, was born.

~ SOARING AGAIN 
~ INRAILROAD FIELD 


While Wife Sues for Divorce He 
Once More Takes a Start 
‘Upward. 


A divorce sult charging desertion, 
which has been filed in the Circuit Court 
by Mrs. Earl Elliott Davidson against 
Alfred J. Davidson, has revealed the 
fact that the former president of the 
Frisco railroad, after the disaster of a 
mental and financial collapse, has be- 
gun with success, in his forty-ninth 
year, to recoup the career which led 
him from the ranks of _ railway 
service as a telegrapher to a high com- 
mand. His first rise was as a protege 
of Benjamin F. Yoakum; his busifess 
rejuvenation is being accomplished in 


the employment of the Spokane Port- 
land & Seattle Railroad, a property of 
James J. Hill. 

Davidson agcended in a comparatively 
few years from a telegraph operator to 
president of the Frisco system. When 
he resigned in the summer of 1910 ‘tu 
become vice-president of the American 
Creosoting Co. of Chicago, the directors 
of the railroad voted him a bonus of a 
year’s salary, $28,000. His salary in the 
creosote company was $380,000 a year, 
besides commissions, 

His Fall Spectacular. 

His fall was no less spectacular than 
his rise. After a week of prodigality 
in a Chicago hotel, during which his 
bills amounted to nearly $5000, he settled 
the account with a check for $2700, 
drawn on a St. Louis bank in which he 
had no account, and disappear¢l. 

A month later he was found roaming 
aimlessly through the streets in Chi- 
cago, penniless. He had scarceiy a rec- 
ollection of the hardships through which 
he had passed. In St. Louis creditors 
seized upon his household property, 
which Mrs. Davidson recovered b/ prov- 
ing that it belonged to her —~ 

In this extremity, a helping hand was 
extended to him by Carl R. Gray, who 
had been senior vice-president of the 
Frisco during Davidson's incumbency as 
president, and who had become presi- 
dent of the Hill railroad in Oregon. 
Gray settled the affair of the $2709 
check, explaining that Davidson, in his 
mental confusion, had made an error 
in the name of the bank in which ne had 
funds, and placed him in a sanitariu™m. 
The story of his regeneration is told oy 
his friends here, 

When Davidson's health was restored, 
Gray offered him an opportunity to re- 
build his shattered career. He insisted 
that Davidscn should start again at the 
bottom and attempt, for a secon tine, 
to climb the ladder of success. The op- 
portunity was a place in Portlan), at 
$75 a month, about the sum Davidson 
received ver day as president cf the 
irisco. 

His Salary Doubled. 


With his mind freed from the clouds 
which had darkened it. Davidson's abiii- 
ties, regarded as among the most skill- 
ful in the transportation field of the 
country, swiftly displayed themselves. 
In a short time his salary was raised 
to $150 a month. And now other ad- 
vancements in salary and position are 
in sight so that his friends believe that 
it is merely a question of time before 
-~he retrieves the position he once held. 

Former associates in St. Louis, learn- 
ing of his success in Oregon, wished 
recently to recall him to this city and 
place him in one of the big railroad 
jobs. But Gray persuaded him to re- 
fuse the offer, and to adhere to the 
plan of working up again from the 
ranks, instead of regaining his place in 
one hasty bound. 

Davidson’s present occupation was re- 
vealed in a memorandum attached to 
his wife’s divorce suit by Attorney 
Thomas B. Harvey, which states that 
the defendant is in Portland and em- 
ployed by the Spokane, Portland & Seat- 
tle Railroad. Mrs. Davidson, the daugh.- 
ter of a railroad conductor at Yoakum, 
Tex., was the companion of his first 
rise. They were married Feb. 4 1891, 
the petition states. 

Wife Clever Hostess, 

Mrs. Davidson was a popular hostess 
and frequently entertained at .dinners 
in downtown restaurants, her guests 
often being women friends exclusively. 
The bills for these dinners and lunch- 
eons sometimes ran into surprising fig- 
ures, it is said. 

Mrs. Davidson is living at the Buck- 
ingham Annex, a short distance from 
the Aberdeen Apartments, 20 North 
King’s highway, where, her petition al- 
leges, her husband forsook her in May, 
1910.

TENGLAND'S COAL 
STRIKE SPREADS 10 | 
UTHER INDUSTRIES 


More Than- a Million Men in 


Great Britain Have Quit 
Work.

LONDON, March 2.—Athough this was 
only the second day of the coal strike, 
its paralyzing effect on other industries 
was keenly felt. It is computed that by 
Monday 150,000 workers outside of the 
coal mines will be idle and each suc- 


cessive day the strike lasts will add ta 


this number. More than one million 
miners in England, Scotland and Wales 


are oyt. Shipping at many ports is ap- 
proaching a standstill and steam trawl- 
ers are laying up. 

That source of cheap fuel will soon be 
cut off.. Many foundries are already 
closed and others are preparing for a 
speedy shutdown. Three or four days 
will suffice for the stoppage of almost 
of all Sheffield steel works and within 
a week if the collieries do not resume, 
more than a million employes in the 
cctton mills and allied trades in Lan- 
cashire will be without work. 


Will Not Negotiate. 

As long as the Nationg] Miners’ Feder- 
ation adheres to the stand that a sched- 
ule of minimum wage rates drawn up 
by themselves must be conceded before 
they will enter into further negotiations, 
there appears not the slightest hope of 
settling the strike. The mine owners 
may. be forced to pay a minimum wage 
scale by legislation; but this method 
cannot force the miners to accept and 
return to work, 

Their refusal even to negotiate the 
question has largely alienated public 
opinion as expressed in the newspapers; 
but what is apt to prove ‘far more ef- 
fective is the pressure that will be 


‘brought to bear upon them by the vast 


army of workers in other fields thrown 
out of work, and faced by hunger and 
destitution. 

No violence has yet occurred and no 
troops have been moved, but orders 
were issued at Aldershot tonight that 
the troops make ready to entrain imme- 
diately, if their services are needed.

Fearing an advance on Pekin by 
revolting Paoting Fu soldiers, he has 
ordered the destruction .of the Pekin- 
Hankow Railroad south of this city He 
has promised to indemnify looted shop- 
keepers.

President’s Bureau Quotes From 
Communication to Show Him 
Ideal Leader. 


BEVERIDGE IS FOR T. R. 





At Clark’s Headquarters It Is An- 
nounced Speaker. Stands on 
Congressional Record. 





By Wire From the Washington Bua- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—In view of 
the selection of Senator Dixon of Mon- 
tana, as campaign manager for Col. 
Roosevelt, a letter written by Roose- 
velt to Conrad Kohrs of Helena, Mont., 
Sept. 9, 1908 extracts of which were 
made public at the Taft headquarters to- 
night, are interesting. Roosevelt's ex- 
position of Taft’s fitness for the pres- 
icency, his personal, judicial and general 
qualifications for that high place are 
directly opposite to the views expressed 
by the third-term candidate in his Co- 
lumbus speech. 

‘To permit the direction of our public 
affairs to fall alternately ‘nto hands of 
revolutionaries and reactionaries, of the 
extreme radicals of unrest and of the 
bigoted conservatives who recognize no 
wrongs to remedy,” said President 
Roosevelt in the letter, ‘“‘would merely 
mean that the nation had embarked on 
a feverish course of violent oscillation 
which would be fraught with great tem- 
porary trouble and would produce no ad- 
equate good in the end. The _ true 
friend of reform, the true foe of 
abuses is the man who steadily per- 
severes in. righting wrongs, but whose 
character and training are such that he 
never promises what he cannot perform, 
that he always a little more than makes 
good what he does promise and that, 
while steadily advancing, he never per- 
mits himself to be led into foolish ex- 
cesses which would damage the very 
cause he championed. 

‘In Mr. Taft we have a man who com- 
bines all of these qualities to a degree 
which no other man in our public life 
since the Civil War has surpassed.’’ 

Continuing his praise of Taft, Roose- 
velt wrote: 

“The man to trust is the man who, 
like Judge Taft, does not promise too 
much, but who could not be swayed 
from the path of duty by any argument, 
by any consideration. On the bench 
Judge Taft showed two qualities which 
make: a great judge—wisdom and moral 
courage. They are also the two quali- 
ties which make a great President.’’ 

A poll of the Republican members of 
the House of Representatives of Massa- 
chusetts, received at Taft headquarters 
today, shows 137 for Taft and 6 for 
Roosevelt. Reports were also received 
of the formation of a number of Taft 
women’s clubs in the State of Washing- 
ton. Reports were received by Director 
McKinley that President Taft had cap- 
tured the two délegates from the Third 
Alabama District. 

Senator Dixon did not assume charge 
of the Roosevelt headquarters today. He 
will be on the job Monday, he an- 
nounced. In his absence Medill Mc- 
Cormick issued a statement in which 
he condemned the action of the Taft 
managers in Cook County, IIl., in refus- 
ing to stand for a presidential primary. 
McCormick also announced that former 
Senator Beveridge of Indiana is for 
Roosevelt. 

It was announced at the headquar- 
ters of Speaker Clark today that his 
campaign for the presidential nomina- 
tion will be fought upon his record in 
Congress. The friends of the Speaker, 
claiming his record to be invulnerable, 
believe that his nomination is assured. 
Favorable reports were received at the 
Speaker’s headquarters today from Col- 
orado. It is claimed that 80 per cent 
of the Democrats in Colorado favor the 
nomination of Clark. 





Morgan's Philadelphia Partner Active 
for Taft. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 2.—Edwarid 
T. Stotesbury, local partner of J. P. 
Morgan, has thrown himself into the 
political arena through the issuance of 
a letter for members § of the IU!niton 
League here to sign and for the pur- 
pose of calling a special meeting of tne 
organization to go upon record as being 
solidly for the renomination of President 

Taft. 

By 3 o’clock this afternoon out of ap- 
proximately 1800 members, more than 
400 had signed the petition. It is al- 
most assured that the league will be 
solidly behind President Taft. It is 
expected that many of the millionaire 
members will furnish “‘sinews of war.”’ 

The letter is proof that the financier 
and Senator Penrose are a unit on na- 
tional issues and have buried the hatch- 
et used in the recent municipal cam- 
paign.

At this time Senator Hans- 
brough was not aware of the investi- 
gations which had been made by D. 
B. Townsend, Assistant United States 
Attorney for North Dakota. He was 
not made aware of the Department. of 
Justice investigation until the spring of 
1907, when he called at the department 
to get information. 

‘Encouraged by Roosevelt. 

During the spring of 1907 he diséussed 
the investigation ordered by the Senate 
with President Roosevelt and the At- 
torney-General. It was at these discus- 
sions that the former President declared 
that the trust ought to be prosecuted. 

After learning of the investigation by 
Townsend, Senator Hansbrough lent all 
his efforts to urging the Department of 
Justice to prosecute. He was led to be- 
lieve by what the President and At- 
torney-General had told them that there 
would be a prosecution. Holding this 
belief, he went to North Dakota for the 
summer, there being at the timé.#.cam- 
paign on in that State. ‘remained 
in.

Mr. Haughton, I don’t know your 
referee, and a man of my reputation cannot 
afford to take chances with an unknown 
quantity.’”’ 

“Well, he’s all right, and I don’t think 
you'll have any trouble with him.”’ 

“That may be; but I don’t know him, and 
I must insist upon a man of wide reputation. 
Charlie White, George Siler or Tim Hurst 
will suit me if you can get them; otherwise, 
there'll be no fight.’’ 

“Is that your ultimatum?’

Beginning today, the automobile joy- 
rider who scoots up the street in St. 
Louis at a dangerous speed with his 
born tooting, a trail of nasty black 
emoké streaming behind him amd his 
muffler cut out, so as to make the. an- 
noying chugging sound, will shortly 


find himself under arrest and subject 
to heavy fine as a public nuisance. 

This is to be accomplished by the en- 
forcement of the ordinance intrefuced 
by Councilman Paul R. Fletcher at the 
instance of the Automobile Club of St. 
Louls and the Automobile Manufactur- 
ers and Dealers’ Association, which be- 
came effective Saturday. It applies 
equally to automobiles, taxicabs and 
motor cycles. 

Friday the Automobile Club advised 
its members of the new law and the 
manufacturers and dealers were notified 
of it a week ago by their secretary, 80 
that ignorance of the law will be no ex- 
cuse with the police or the police. courts.

Section 25A. No person or company 
ewning or in chargé of any motor ve-

improvements to prevent all unneces- 
sary escape of smoaké, steam or vapor;

unlawful for a person to use any device 
which will not produce an abrupt sound 
sufficiently loud to serve as an ade- 
quate warning of danger, and it shall 
be unlawful for any persen operating 
any motor vehicle or motor cycle to 
make or cause to be made any un- 
necessary noise with any such bell, 
horn or other signal device, or to use 
the same except as a warning of dan- 
ger; nor permit said motor vehicle to 
make any unnecesgary noise by cutting 
out the muffler, or in any other man- 
ner.

His Murder Is Newest Tragedy in 
Social World of Czar’s 
Domain. 





ST. PETERSBURG, March 2.—Pas- 
sionate crime grows apace in the 
aristocratic fast %set and Col. Lubo- 
visi, a cavalry officer, is the latest 
victim. He was found dead in a bar- 
rister’s house with four bullets in his 
body. Miss:Alexieff, daughter of the 
State Councillor, and her fiance, a 
student named Cypin,. were immedi- 
ately arrested as letters from her to 
Lubovisi were found in the dead 
man’s desk, declaring that, unknown 
to her betrothed, Miss Alexieff had 
been the Colonel’s “affinity” for the 
last two years, 

One -letter said “I will always love 
you, but Cypin will kill you if he 
ever finds out the truth.” The pair 
were set free after proving their 
alibi at the time of the crime,* but 
Cypin is so desperate that his friends 
watch him day and night lest he kill 
himself. ! 

Further search tends to prove that 
the Colonel. was the victim of a love 
affair in Moscow. He told a friend 
just before his murder that he knew 
his days’ were numbered, as a woman 
he had once loved and a member of. 
good Moscow society, had threatened 
to kill him, as she found out all 
about Miss Alexieff. 

Though released, Cypin has been 
re-examined several times and is 
closely shadowed by the police. The 
Moscow lady’s identity is a secret so 
far, but many shadowy guesses are 
made. The Colonel spent much time 
in Moscow and stayed with a barris- 
ter friend in whose house he was 
found dead when he visited the city.

Mrs. Newall 
told me that Wertheimer, on his way to 
his home, fell ill on a car, and got off 
near her house. She said he asked her 
to care for him until a doctor could be 
called. She then sent for Dr. Simon, but 
Wertheimer was dead before he got 
there. - 

“The woman told me she was an inti- 
mate friend of the Wertheimer family, 
and seemed greatly distressed. I believe 
that heart disease was the cause of 
death,”’ said Dr. Simon.

in Streets at Hotels. 
COMMITTEE INVESTIGATES 
Police Alleged to Have Driven 


Some Owners Away and Ho- 
tels Get Rentals. 





The old ordinance authorizing the use 
of public streets as stands by hacks and 
cabs by a system of permits issued by 
the Mayor probably will be refeaied by 
tLe House of Delegates. The ordinance 
was framed years ago to regulate horse- 
propelled vehicles. 

The Legislation Committee of the 
House will make an official inquiry 
into the alleged payment of monthly 
rentals to hotels and other places of 
business by taxicab companies for the 





$ pounds for 
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orividege of having the exclusive use of 
the streets in front of those places to 
solicit passengers. Alleged activity of 
the. police in driving away independent 
taxi owners from these’ stands also will 
be investigated by the committee. 

The committee has been authorized 
to compel the attendance of witnesses 
ond administer oaths in connection 
with a pending bill seeking to regulate 
taxicab rates. 

Ask That Streets Be Opened. 

At a public hearing Friday before the 
Legislation Committee J. W. Bruner and 
others, who testified they representated 
100 independent owners of automobiles 
and taxicabs urged the repeal of the 
out-of-date ordinance and asked that 
stands on all streets be declared open 
for public use for all cars. The charge 


was made by the independent owners | 


that all desirable stands on the streets 
have been taken by the St. Louis and 
Columbia Taxicab companies, which 
they referred to as the “Taxicab Trust.” 

Bruner and most of his associates are 
union chauffeurs who lost their posi- 
tions in the recent taxicab strike. They 
have formed a taxi company of their 
own. Some of the members of the or- 
ganization own their own cars and op- 
erate under taxicab schedules. 


j 
Bruner testified he formerly was dis- 


patcher for the Columbia Taxicab Co. 
and had charge of the machines at the 
various stands throughout the city. 

He told the committee $200 a month is 
paid to the Jefferson and Planters ho- 
tels by the “Taxi Trust’ for the ex- 
clusive privilege of soliciting passen- 
gers at these hostelries. Other hotels 
get a commission of 10 per cent on the 
amount of business received from. these 
places, Bruner said. A system of cou- 
pons is maintained as a check on the 
commissions due, and monthly settle- 
ménts are made, he testified. 
Testified Police Drive Them Away. 

Members of the independent organiza- 
tion testified that the police drive them 
away from these “trust” stands if they 
attempt to solicit customers there or 
use them as standing places for their 
automobiles. 

Officials of the companies will be 
called by the committee to answer the 
allegations as to “‘trust’’ methods coin- 
plained of by the independents, ' accord- 
ing to Chairman Hale. 

The ordinance under which the stands 
on public streets are recognized auth?r- 
izes permits to be issued by the Mayor 
for cabs, hacks and other horse-pro- 
pelled vehicles. No city ordinance has 
been passed regulating taxicabs since 
automobiles came into general use. 


SWIFT DEATH SHOWN 
OF NATURAL*CAUSES 


CHICAGO, March 3.—Herbert L. Swift, 
son of the late Gustavus F. Swift, a 
Chicago packer, died of natural causes 
according to three physicians who nade 
an autopsy at the Swift family mauso- 
leim in Mount Hope Cemetery late to- 
day. . 

The doctors said bruises over the right 
eye and the cut above the left eye were 
superficial and could not have caused 
Mr. Swift’s death. Swift died on a rail- 
road train near Milwaukee last October. 
A Coroner’s inquest in Milwaukee gave 
heart trouble as the cause of death. 

Rumors of other possible causes and 
the presence of a bruise and a cut on 
his face were repeated until it was de- 
cided to have a postmortem examina- 
tion. 


KNOX GREETED CORDIALLY 


SAN JOSE, Cal., March 2.—The Amer- 
ican Secretary of State, Philander C.

IR: The will of the late Joseph Pulitzer gives his executors 
the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars for the purpose of 
erecting a statue of Thomas Jefferson in the city of New York. 

To this bequest Mr. Pulitzer added an expression of his hope that 
the public might unite with him in creating this memorial and 
that a sum equal to his bequest might be raised by public sub-

It has seemed to the executors of Mr. Pulitzer that the effort 
to interest the public in the proposed statue and to raise a fund 
of twenty-five thousand dollars could with propriety and with the 
best hope of speedy results be made through the newspaper with 
which Mr. Pulitzer was identified.

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SIRIKE COTTON 
MARKET FACTOR 


Trade Waiting to See If Fuel 
Shortage Will Close Big 
Foreign Mills. 


The cotton market continues in & 
waiting attitude. The labor troubles 
in England overshadow all other fea- 
tures affecting prospects and the 
trade awaits with anxiety the out- 
come of this difficulty. Some hope is 
expressed that the cotton mills of 


England have supplied themselves 
with coal, as well as cotton, sufficient 
to run for some time and are thus 
fortified against the possibility of 
having to shut down for lack of fuel 
and supplies, 

How far the Government may go in 
adjusting difficulties none can say. 
As has beén said before. so disas- 
trous would be a general strike that 
it is to be expected that the En- 
glish Government will resort to ex- 
treme measures rather than permit 
the general tie-up of all mines to 
continue. 

A sharp fluctuation in prices may 
be reasonably expected after so long 
@ suspense and traders are very cau- 
tious, pending a definite settlement 
of this affair. 

Good Trade Is Brisk. 


The dry goods markets are in good 
shape and demand for goods is suf- 
ficient to insure plenty of work for 
spinners and weavers, Inquiries from 
buyers continue, not only for imme- 
diate deliveries but also for several 
months ahead, 

Standara goods find ready sale at 
full prices and there ig a better in- 
quiry for specialties and fancy goods. 
Tendency is to advance prices and 
there is little opposition on the part 
of buyers as long as they can get the 
deliveries they wish. European spin- 
ners report continued good business 
and they are protecting themselves 
against forward sales by purchases 
of cotton. This demand from abroad 
has served to absorb a _ tremendous 
quantity of American cotton and to 
relieve any distress that might oth- 
erwise have been — from the very 
large crop being mavketed. 

The exports of cotton to date are 
nearly 500,000 bales more than the 
total exports of last year, in rough 
figures close to 8,000,000 bales, and 
there is no signs of diminution. 
Steamship agents report that freight 
room is still at a premium and 
booked for some time to come, The 
counted interior towns show decreas- 
ing stocks, the totals being not much 
above what they were at the same 
time last year. Against this shortage 
in the counted towns, it may be re- 
membered that there is yet a very 
large percentage of the crop to come 
forward, the stock in the small towns 
and the farmyards apparently is 
being very well held. 

Crop Preparations Slow. 

The weather throughout most of 
the cotton belt has been unfavorable 
for farm work and preparatons for 
the next crop are correspondingly 
behind. Unusually cold weather has 
prvailed over most of the belt, snow 
has fallen unusually far South, and 
while it has'given the soil the ben- 
efit of moisture, has prevented plow- 
ing and will tend in a measure to- 
wards decreased acreage. 

The spot markets are reported gen- 
erally steady and unchanged. The de- 
mand for cotton is sufficient to sus- 
tain prices and holders have been 
able to market their cotton freely 
without unduly depressing prices. In 
the principal spot centers quotations 
are nearly identical with prices pre- 
vailing last week. In Galveston the 
market is quoted steady, middling 
cotton at 10%ec; New Orleans steady, 
10 7-16¢c; Mobile quiet, 10%c; Savan-

Insurgents in Lower Body Favor

Democrats Oppose It. 


bins ENGLISH SCHEME 


Borah Believes Plan Constitu- 
tional, Others Call-It Big 
Constructive Stroke. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, March 2.—The com- 


bination plan for free sugar and a 
tax on incomes was received by sen- 
ators today with a variety of emo- 


tion, and was not especially popular 
with any faction. A separation of the 
two propositions would have proven 
more acceptable. 

Democratic senators manifested a 
disposition to stand by the House, 
but Senators Foster and Thornton of 
Louisiana, frankly declared that free 
Sugar would spell ruin in their State 
and that they would oppose. the 
measures intreduced to the last ex- 
tremity. Senator Bailey proclaimed 
himself a tariff for revenue only 
Democrat. He will vote for no bill 
that placés any article on the free 
list. He believes every industry 
should pay its proportionate share of 
the revenue necessary to maintain 
the Government. 

Goes Too Far, Says Gore, | 

Senator Gore thought the House 
plan went too far. He was not pre- 
pared to announce opposition to &, 
but belleved the reductfiong in tariff 
duties should be equitably distrib- 
uted and not placed upon a. few. in- 
dustries. Two or three othe# Demo- 
crats were inclined to support the 
view taken by Gore. 

It also became apparent that the 
two Florida senators might affiliate 
with those from Louisiana in oppos- 
ing free sugar. In addition, indica- 
tions: pointed to other disaffected 
ones. It immediately became appar- 
ent that a unanmious vote could not 
be obtained from the Senate Demo- 
crats for the House sugar and income 
tax program. 

Under the most favorable circum- 
stances three votes will be cast 
against the measures. 

Republicans Oppose Plan, 

The preponderance of sentiment 
among Progressive Republican Sena- 
tors is opposed to the combination. 
All of them strongly advocate an in- 
come tax, but say that legislation is 
well on the road to consummation and 
no further enactment at this time is 
required, The placing of sugar on 
the free list, with a compensating 
tax on incomes, is declared by the 
progressives to be neither Republican 
nor Democratic doctrine, but pat- 
terned after the English system. The 
preposition, they say, is nothing but 
free trade, and all of them ¢laim to 
be Republicans and in favor of a lim- 
ited protection by the tariff. 

Senator Bristow, who has made a 
specialty of seeking revision of the 
sugar schedule of the Payne-Aldrich 
act, said this afternoon that the 
House combination was simple free 
trade and a transplanting of the En- 
gliish scheme. He could not give it 
his indorsement. Other progressives 


Littie Chance tm Senate. 

Senator Borah, who has stoutly in- 
sisted on an income tax, said he be- 
lieved the House plan was constitu- 
tional. He thought it would be sus- 
tained by the Supreme Court. 

The regular Republicans will op- 
pose the House bills with all the 
force and ingenuity they possess. 
They will welcome all assistance 
coming from the Democrats and pro- 
gressives. 

As it stands now the House amal- 
gamation of free sugar and a tax on 
incomes has little, if any chance, of 
success in the Senate, Almost per- 
fect team work between the Demo- 
crats and progressives is essential to 
the passage of any measure antagon- 
ized by the regulars, Unless senti- 
ment changes there cannot be an ef- 
fective coalition arranged. between 
these factions. Conversions must be 
made from those now violently op- 
posed to the suggested legislation, 

Passage in 10 Days. 

Former Speaker Cannon, who calls 
“political buncombe,” his 
little following of standpatters and a 
few Democrats who represent sugar 
raising states, were the only mem- 
hers of the House who criticised the 
action of the Democratic. caucus for 
deciding to put sugar on the free 
list and raise the revenue loss there- 
by through an income tax. The rank 
and file of the Democratic party said 
they believed the action of the cau- 
cus was the greatest stroke of con- 
structive statesmanshi Congress 
has inaugurated in a decade. Most of 
the Republican insurgents agreed 
with the Democrats and will vote for 
the joint proposition. The sugar 
schedule and the excise tax will be 
passed by the House in about ten 
days. 

Speaker Clark would not venture 
an opinion on the constitutionality 
of the excise tax. “I have advoeated

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Robbed of $1756 by Four Men, Miss Hazel Hogan 
Accepts Six Months’ Imprisonment and Fine of 
$1700 Rather Than Appear Against Accused 
---Contempt Case Recalls That of “Obstinate 

Becky” Jones, But Has an Unexplained Mystery

The new industry 
is due in part to a reversion to the old trapping 
spirit, reawakened by the present increase in the 
price of furs; in part, to the growth of luxury, as 
in the farming of ostriches; and in part to the 
demands of science and justice, as in the culture 
of guinea pigs and bloodhounds. 


Perhaps the most extraordinary and unexpect- 
ed of these “animal farms” is that devoted to 
skunks and conducted by Obdllie E. Wedding at 
Jerseyville, Ill., 40 miles north of St. Louis. He 


declares that his bank account has prospered this 
fall and winter through the sale of the furs of 


this unpleasant little beast, which, heretofore, 
has been rather avoided than sought as a source 
of profit.

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Wedding is a native of western Jersey County, 
where trappers and game are sstill numerous. 
Skunks are plentiful, and it was discovered that 


their pelts command a market at from $2 to $4 


apiece. After shipping furs in small quantities, 
he conceived the idea of establishing a skunk 
corral in the loft of his barn. This was early in 


the autumn, and wile he sold the animals in 
,numbers during the season, he kept 30 of the 


finest syecimens until after the recent cold spell, 
as skunk fur reaches its prime only after severe 
veather sets in. Most of these he disposed of 
about two wees ago at good prices.

They 
are carried home and turned into the corral with 
the other captives. Often Wedding is not dis- 
turbed at all. The dogs are so well trained that 
frequently the skunk puts up no fight, and it is 
only when forced to battle that the animal re- 
sorts to its malodorous weapon of self-defense. 


While Wedding specializes on skunks, he does 
not confine his efforts to capturing these ani- 
mals only. Early in the season, when an abun- 
dant persimmon crop and frosty nights made it 
mere play to capture "possums, he had as many 
as fifteen of these animals in the corral with 
the skunks. The skunks and ‘possums got along 
together cordially, and Wedding thought he had 
the barn loft boarded up past all danger of escape. 
But the ‘possums, wise in ’possum science, hit 
upon a plan to gnaw their ~way through the roof. 
Five made their escape, and Wedding woke next 
morning to find two reposing on the roof of the 
barn, whileeothers took refuge in a neighboring 
straw stack and were slaughtered by the young- 
sters of the neghborhood.

the other ‘possums. Their hides used _to be al- 
most worthless, but now that the price of furs 
has advanced, they bring about $1 apiece. 

Wedding also makes long trips into the country 
and traps not a few mink, which are found in 
numbers in the locality. hese animals bring 
ar average of $6 apiece and some very fine speci- 
mens have sold for as high as $9 this season. 

The production of furs has grown to be an in- 
dustry in Jersey County. During the trapping 
season of 1910-11 fully $10,000 worth of furs was 
exported, and during the month of December, 1911, 
one shipper alone bought $1000 worth of furs. 
The chief furs produced are the raccoon, skunk, 
mink, muskrat, opossum and fox. It is not un- 
usual to meet a skunk on the edge of town after 
night has fallen. The skunk is the chief fur 
producer now, though the mink is taken in con- 
siderable numbers. 

One of the most interesting industrial institu- 
tions} in Saline County, Kansas, is the pet stock 
farm \of Prof. J. C. Page, a mile and a half south- 
east of Salina. Everything in the nature of pet 
stock /and domestic animals, except the swine and 
the mule, is to be found on the farm. Probably) 
the most interesting of the pets are the several 
families of cavies, more commonly called guinea 
pigs. The guinea pig business on the Page farm 
is a pretty big thing this year; the output is ex- 
pected to reach six to eight hundred pigs. At 
present there are about three hundred pigs on 
the farm. 

Because of the constant demand for guinea 
pigs, Prof. Page intends to go farther into the 
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bi.siness, and if necessary he will devecre his en- 
tire 10-acre farm to the industry. It was three 
years ago that Prof. Page purchased a family of 
guinea pigs, one male and three females, an in- 
vestment of $6. The first year, without any at- 
tempt at making a profit, he cleared $18. Today 
he has standing orders from medical schools and 
universities in a dozen states for all the off-color 
pigs and culls that he can produce on his farm, 
and two hundred or three hundred of the pigs 
were sold for scientific tests last year. It is not 
a difficult matter to sell a well-marked pig to 
breeders and to persons who wish to make their 
children presents of pets. Well-marked pigs are 
worth anywhere from $1.50 to $5 a pair. Prof. 
Page has several pairs of the little animals that 
could not be bought for $15 a pair. 

On a visit to the pens of these guinea pigs, one 
will see the pure white pigs, jet black pigs, red 
pigs, spotted pigs and pigs of all sizes and ages. 
To get a pig of three colors is what the breed- 
ers have been working at for several years, and 
Prof. Page has one on his place. It is white, black 
and red, and almost perfectly marked. He has 
several that are white and black and others that 
are white and red, or black and red. He has 
the Brazilian, English and the Abyssinian pigs. 
Of these the Abyssinian is probably the most in- 
teresting, the fur being long and pointing in every 
direction. At intervals over the body the fur 
forms into rings o1 rosettes. He is just intro- 
ducing the Peruvian pig. This has such long fur 
that the animal can completely hide itself within 
i‘s own hair, so that neither its head nor feet 
can be seen. The hair is frequently ten or 
tweive inches long. 


Guinea Pigs Scrupulously Clean. 
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The guinea pigs on this farm produce young 


every 80 days and the females become mothers 
at the age of 88 days. They give birth to from 
yne to eight at a time. The guinea pigs are 
great pets and wili recognize their master as 
quickly as will any other animal on the farm. 
They are scrupulously clean-and would starve al- 
most to d2ath before they would cross a mudhole 
or a soiled floor for something to eat. 

Prof. Page says that the name “pig” 
sult to the cavie, as there is nothing about it 
resembling tne swine family. Guinea pig is a 
name that was given to the cavie some years 
ago when the little animal was introduced into 
England for food purposes and sold at a guinea 
apiece. If kept in a filthy house the animals 
will pine away and die, and it is necessary !.ere- 
fore that their houses be kept in verfect sanitary 
conditicn. 

The guinea pigs on the Page farm live in lit- 
tle houses from three to five feet square and 
about four feet high. The houses are supplied 
with shelves and little boxes, pieces of tiling and 
lead pipe, all covered with hay, either prairie or 
alfalfa. The pigs burrow under the hay and 
make their homes as comfortable as_ possible, 
while the pipes are used to travel through and 
the boxes to perch themselves upon when they 
want to look about. 

They are fed upon oats, 
soft food, and alfalfa hay and kaffir corn. If 
given green stuff, such as cabbage, apples and 
green leaves, the pigs will not ‘drink a teaspoonful 
of water in months. They eat but little, and sev- 
eral hundred of them can be maintained at very 
small expense and in little space. The greatest 
trouble in breeding guinea pigs is in keeping the 
pens in a sanitary condition. 

The home of the guinea pig in Saline County 
resembles a little city. The houses are arranged 
svstematically, with little streets between them. 
They are all painted, different colors being used. 
Hardly a week passes but from a half dozen to 
twenty-five babies appear At the age of five 
weeks, if they are an off color or poorly marked 
or are defective in any manner whatsoever, un- 
less sold for pets to families with children, they 
are shipped to the medical universities in all parts

ot the country, about eight to ten shipments being 
made each year. The universities pay $6 a dozen 
for them. 

Occasionally’ there is a fight between two males, 
to the death of one. Prof. Page says, however, 
that a guinea pig was never known to bite a per- 
son, although they are handled like kittens, and 
have teeth much like a squirrel, as sharp as 
needles and one-half to three-quarters of an inch 
long. 

An endless chain scheme for a “cat and rat” 
ranch is being advocated by C. H. Crawford, a St. 
Louisan who is traveling for a Kansas City firm 
in Western Kansas. A correspondent to whom 
he described the plan writes as follows, somewhat 
facetiously, as he should: 

“Its simplicity will surprise the world, for the 
scheme is to feed rats to cats, skin the cats and 
feed the cats back to the rats, in endless success- 
sion. The only break in the chain will be the sale 
of the cat skins, which are to supply the profit. 


“Cat skins are worth 10 cents for white ones and 
75 cents for black. Start a rat ranch next door. 
Rats multiply four times as fast as cats. We will 
have, therefore, four rats a day for each cat. How 
to feed the rats? Simply feed them on cats’ 
bodies after they are skinned—one-fourth of a 
cat per day for each rat—amply sufficient. Thus, 
you see, the business will be self-supporting and 
automatic all the way, The cats will eat the rats 
and the rats will eat the cats, the promoters get- 
ting the skins and wealth.”’ 

Los Angeles, Cal., has an alligator farm, on 
which the unsightly reptiles are cultivated for 
their skins, used in making purses, bags, satchels, 
belts, etc. There are two ostrich farms near the 
city, and also what is said to be the largest 
pigeon farm in the world. 

The ostrich farm on the outskirts of Hot 
Springs, Ark., is one of the unique spectacles 
cof the health resort, and also represents a profita- 
ble industry. Troops of the great birds may be 
seen strutting about their paddocks, shaking their 
curly plumes in a self-complacent manner. 

Tamed ostriches are harnessed to surreys, and 
the two-legged steed justifies in its speed the Bib- 
lical praise that it ‘‘scorneth the horse and his 
rider.” These biped coursers are one of the sights 
of the city. 

The birds are, of course, cultivated for their 
plumes, dear to the heart of woman and deadly) 
to the purse of man. They were imported to 
Arkansas from the Orient, and easily acclimated 
themselves to Southwestern weather. 


Alligator Farm in Arkansas. 


Hot Springs also has an alligator farm. Every 
year hundreds of tiny ‘gators are sold to tourists 
who carry or ship them home for pets. A ‘gater 
about a foot long sells for $1. This farm has 
some alligators of very great age. The oldest, 
‘Big Joe,” is said to be more than 300 years old. 
He was captured in a Louisian bayou and was a 
spry young ‘gator when Pocahontas saved the life 
o? Capt. John Smith at samestown, the first per- 
manent English settlement in the United States. 
He is undoubtedly the oldest inhabitant of Amer- 
ica 

Believing that the wild turkey will soon become 
extinct under present conditions, the United States 
Department of Agriculture, through the game 
preservation division, will take steps to propa- 
gate the bird on the national game preserves. 
Charles E. Brewster of the department went to 
Oklahoma City, Ok., recently and arranged with 
State Game Warden Doolin to trap a number of 
birds for placement in the Wichita Reserve near 
Cache. The department will probably go to the 
Atoka County mountain district for the speci- 
mens. 


Once placed in the preserve, it is contended that 
the natural habits of the wild turkey, being a 
very different bird from that of the American 
barnyard of today, although easily domesticated, 
justify the belief that they will hatch one or two 
broods a season and remain in the preserve as 
soon as they have nested. 


An example of what may be done in bird cultenl z 
in a large way is being furnished in Michigan, 
near the village of Dearborn, which is an outpost 
of Detroit. Here 2800 acres of land have been § 
given up to bird attraction and protection. — —

Valley !p Arizona Here is prohabiv the oldest 
irrigated region in the United States Parts of 
its capals were constructed centuries before the 
nation’s history began. 

From 1867, the beginning of irrigation by the 
white settler, up to 1904, all irrigation here was 
by private enterprise. The erratic and insufficient 
flow of Salt River and the occurrence of severe 


annual floods put a limit upon development ana 
made farming so hazardous that the growth of the 
valley was practically at a standstill, if it was not 
actually going back. Large areas planted in or- 
chards and vineyards perished through drouth and 
tne desert vegan to encroach upon the farm lands, 

Recognizing the importance of obtaining a per- 
manent and assured water supply, the settlers in 
the valley raised the funds required to make a pre- 
liminary investigation of the storage possibilities 
of the headwaters on Salt River. Before the work 
was completed the reclamation act by Congress 
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was passed and upon request of the people the Salt 
River irrigation project was initiated. 

Active work began in 1903. Since that time the 
great Roosevelt dam, with its enormous storage of 
fiood water. has been completed, hundreds of mi'es 
of canals have been excavated and enlarged, most 
of the systems have been consolidated and unified.

Recounting in detail the various steps by 
which Ed Hawley moved forward in concrete 
railroading would be, in a way, statistical. Dates 
are not so important in gauging a man’s work. 
Before Huntington died Hawley had risen to a 
vice-presidency of the Southern Pacific system 
and had more than once stood behind his own 
comprehensive opinions in matters involving big 


‘moves, and he had won out and his views had 


proved to be right. 

With the passing of Huntington came simul- 
tuneously the opportunity for two men to de- 
velop.

Long before Harriman’s wasted frame was car- 
ried over the Orange hills to a rock-hewn mauso- 
leum, Hawley’s method had carried him along 
t» a position of great individual strength and 
power in the clique which directs things in Wall 
street. He followed in a way the early Morgan 
formula of picking up a railroad here and there, 
as it lay on the bargain counter, and giving to it 
his absorbing attention until the larger totals 
showed on the credit side of the road’s ledgers and 
its bonds became real] assets and its stock good 
for a dividend. 

It requires capital to do this. It requires some- 
thing more tangible than conversation to get 
capital. Hawley borrowed money cautiously— 
on a number of occasions when, as those who are 
familiar with Wal! Street know, one man reaches 
out to take that which another calls his pivp 
erty, believing that he is not prepared to hold it,
